CHAPTER 12.

AN ACT to amend section 29 of chapter 117 of the revised stat- 
utes, entitled "of county courts." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 29 of chapter 117 of the revised Amended. 
statutes, entitled "of county courts," is hereby 
amended by adding thereto the following words : 
"But in all cases where permission has been or shall 
be given to a person by the circuit court to appeal 
from the act or decision of the judge of the county 
court, the appeal must be taken within the period of 
six months from and after the time of permission given 
to appeal by the circuit court : provided, that in all 
cases where the six months from the time of permis-
sion so given shall have expired before the passage of 
this act, and the party so obtaining permission shall 
not have appealed in the manner required bylaw, such 
party shall have the period of three months from and 
after the passage and publication of this act within 
which to take his appeal." 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.
